Read John 3:1-10 


Text: “Jesus answered, Verily, veri- 
ly, I say unto thee, Except a man be 
born of water and of the Spirit, he 
cannot enter into the kingdom of 
God,” John 3:5. 


Nicodemus is called a ruler of the 
Jews. He was a ruler to the extent 
that he was a member of the Sanhe- 
drin Council. He came to Jesus one 
night to talk to Him about salva- 
tion. Nicodemus opened the conversa- 
tion by addressing Jesus RABBI, a title 
of respect which signifies Master, 
Teacher, and was given by the Jews 
to their doctors and teachers. 

“Rabbi, we know that thou art a 
teacher come from God, for no man 
can do these miracles that thou doeth 
except God be with him.” Then Jesus 
answered Nicodemus, “Verily, verily,” 
which meant, “What I am going to 
say is unquestionably true,” “Except 
aman be born again he cannot see the 
kingdom of God.” These words startled 
the great and learned Nicodemus. He 
was amazed and said in wonder, 
“How can these things be? Can a man 
after he is old be born again?” He 
could not understand how an old 
man could be made a child again. 

Nicodemus thought only in natural 
terms; he was not able to comprehend 
the spiritual things of life. Jesus, 
knowing his dullness of understand- 
ing, spoke the most simple words and 
used illustrations that Nicodemus 
could understand, in order to enlight- 
en him on the subject of the spiritual 
birth. Jesus gave an illustration com- 
paring the coming of the Spirit into 
one’s life to the wind that bloweth, 
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saying, “Marvel not that I say unto 
you, Ye must be born again. The 
wind bloweth where it listest, and 
thou hearest the sound thereof, but 
canst not tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth: so is every one that 
is born of the Spirit.” Nicodemus, still 
startled, said, “How can these things 
be?” 

Repentance is a forerunner of the 
new birth, or first step toward the 
new life, or spiritual life. There are 
two births, the natural and the spir- 
itual. The natural birth brings into 
natural life. The spiritual birth brings 
into spiritual life. “Born” means 
“brought forth,” as an animal brought 
forth into life. When a child or an 
animal is born of a natural birth in 
the flesh, that child or animal enters 
into natural life in the flesh. It be- 
gins to live and have its being. When 
a man is born of the Spirit, he is 
brought forth into spiritual life, and 
he lives in the Spirit and is led by the 
Spirit. His darkness turns into light, 
and he arises to walk with God in 
newness of life. 

Now to further understand just 
what the new birth or new life is, it 
would be well for us to notice what it 
is not. The biggest trouble we have in 
getting people born of the Spirit is 
that they accept substitutes. They 
think something else is it. If a man 
is really born again you don’t have to 
try to convince him that he is a 
Christian. He has the witness within 
himself. 

WATER BAPTISM IS NOT THE 
NEW BIRTH, though it is very im- 
portant to one’s salvation. It does not 
suffice for the new birth. Water bap- 
tism is not mentioned in Christ’s con- 
versation with Nicodemus. The water 
He here referred to is the same water 
of life that He referred to when He 
told the Samaritan woman He would 
give her water to drink that she would 
never thirst again; and the same wa- 
ter referred to when He said, “Let him 
that is athirst come”; and the several 
other places in the Bible that the 
spiritual water of life is referred to. 
For the good it will do you in getting 
to heaven, you had as well be butted 
into the river by a billy goat as bap- 
tized in water before you are born of 
the Spirit; I mean touched by the 
Spirit until you feel it, until you know 
it, and have the witness within your 
own self. 

THE NEW BIRTH IS NOT MERELY 
REFORMATION. Reforming is not 
sufficient. Quitting your meanness is 


not forgiveness. It is true you have to 
reform and quit your sins to become 
a Christian, but this is not the new 
birth, or the new life. It is only pre- 
paratory to entering into new life. 

CHURCH MEMBERSHIP IS NOT 
THE NEW BIRTH. You can ask the 
common church member if he is a 
Christian, and he will usually say, “I 
am a member of a certain church.” 
There are thousands trying to get to 
heaven on their church membership. 
You might belong to every church in 
the country and still know no more 
about the new birth than Nicodemus. 
There are people who have been 
church members for twenty years and 
never felt the Spirit of God in their 
souls. 


How does one come into spiritual 
life? The question might be answered 
by restating, “Not by water baptism 
or by joining the church,” dnd to this 
statement we may add, Neither do 
you grow into it. The Christian can 
grow in grace after having been 
brought into spiritual life, but you 
can not grow into salvation. Did you 
ever see a person who had grown old, 
and become humble and trembling 
and weak, and because of his physi- 
cal condition began talking as if he 
had salvation? But no man will ever 
live long enough to grow into spiritual 
life. You cannot put old age or your 
Sick or invalid condition off on God 
for salvation. It is true the world has 
great sympathy for the sick, crippled, 
and aged, but this is not a door into 
the grace of God. 


The only way for man to have spir- 
itual life is to repent of his sins and 
believe on the Lord Jesus Christ. It is 
not something that it takes a week or 
a month to work into you. You can 
go down on your knees before God a 
rank sinner, repent of your sins and 
believe on the Lord Jesus Christ to 
the saving of your soul, and be made 
a new creature instantaneously. It 
took only a few minutes to turn old 
Saul of Tarsus, that mad persecutor 
of Jesus Christ, into a true follower 
of Christ. He was immediately trans- 
formed to become the outstanding 
hero of the cross, and one of the 
greatest preachers that ever lived.

Speaking of Power 


Dr. Walter A. Maier, writing in 
“Short Talks on the Great Things of 
Life,” said that “One pound of a nat- 
ural substance recently discovered 
can yield energy equal to that devel- 
oped from 5,000,000 pounds of coal or 
3,000,000 gallons of gasoline.

The War Refugee Board, according

“Between -450 
and 500 persons were crowded in each 
chamber at each execution—between 
26,000 and 28,000 were gassed each 
day.”

Baptists Object to Roosevelt's 
Visit to Vatican 


The Southern Baptist Press Asso- 
ciation has registered a strong protest 
against President Roosevelt visiting 
the Pope for the purpose of effecting 
friendly relations between the Vati- 
can and the Kremlin. The objection 
is based upon claims that the Catho- 
lic Church has always used govern- 
ments to further its cause and _ to 
strengthen its influence, and that 
free churches are thereby handi- 
capped. Representatives are now re- 
ported in Rome from Moscow to ne- 
gotiate an agreement with the Vati- 
can. If these moves are successful, 
Catholicism will become an interna- 
tionally recognized’ religion and 
church, thus giving the Catholic 
Church an advantage over Protestant 
churches, destructive to exercise of 
religious liberty except as taught by 
the Catholic Church.

“Have ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed?” Acts 19:2. 

It may seem to the reader that this 
is a very personal question and that 
he does not care to answer it. At first 
thought the writer would readily 
agree. Each of us have our own lives to 
live and each of us must face God, the 
judgment, and eternity, individually, 
but a close examination of the context, 
Acts 19:1-7, will show that the Apos- 
tle Paul was not asking the question 
merely for pastime or for em- 
barrassment to those precious people, 
for he had a message for them and 
sought only an occasion in which to 
deliver it. Why should he not be in- 
terested in others, for had not his as- 
sociate workers taken the _ great elo- 
quent Apollos to themselves and ex- 
pounded the way of the Lord to him 
more perfectly, Acts 18:24-28? and 
should not all of God’s children have 
the privilege to receive the blessed 
Holy Ghost, the third and last member 
of the great godhead? 

Yes, brotner, the great triune God is 
three distinct personalities, yet they 
are so closely united in effort and 
purpose that it is said of them that 
“these three are one,” 1 John 5:7. To 
knowingly refuse or reject one is to 
offend the others. To blaspheme the 
Holy Ghost is to seal one’s doom for 
ever, as Christ can not work separate- 
ly and apart from Him, even to for- 
give sins. Matt. 12:30-32. God’s Word 
teaches that the Holy Spirit is for be- 
lievers. Matt. 3:11, “I indeed bap- 
tize you with water unto repentance: 
but he that cometh after me is might- 
ier than I, whose shoes I am _ not 
worthy to bear; he shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost, and with fire.” 
John 14:16, 17, “And I will pray the 
Father, and he shall give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide with 
you for ever; even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world can not receive, 
because it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him: but ye know him; for 
he dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you.” 

Acts 1:8, “But ye _ shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem and 
in Judea, and Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” Acts 
2:1-4, “And when the day of Pente- 
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cost was fully come, they were with 
one accord in one place. And suddenly 
there came a sound from heaven as of 
a rushing mighty wind, and it filled all 
the house where they were sitting. 
And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance.” 

The record is clear on the subject. 
God had promised His followers that 
they might have a spiritual compan- 
ion as through this sinful world they 
would travel. He did not disappoint 
them. Now let us see about the Gen- 
tiles. 

Acts 10:1-8 gives an account of a 
good man who needed more of God 
and realized that he did. V. 2, He was 
“a devout man, and one that feared 
God with all his house, which gave 
much alms to the people, and prayed 
to God alway.” 


God told this man in a vision to 
send to Joppa for Peter, for said God, 
“He shall tell thee what thou oughtest 
to do.” Now let us look at the results 
of this visit. VV 44-45, “While Peter 
yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost 
fell on all them which heard the word. 
As they of the circumcision which be-

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lieved were astonished, as many as 
came with Peter, because that on the 
Gentiles also was poured out the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. For they heard 
them speak with tongues, and magnify 
God.” God does not deal in nonessen- 
tials. If the great omniscient God had 
not meant for His people to have this 
great blessing, there would have been 
nothing said about it in the Bible. 

He is a seal of authority on the 
Christian’s life. Eph. 4:30, “And 
grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, 
whereby ye are sealed unto the day of 
redemption.” He is the earnest of our 
inheritance. Eph. 1:13, 14, “In whom 
ye also trusted, after that ye heard 
the word of truth, the gospel of your 
salvation: in whom also after that ye 
believed, ye were sealed with the holy 
Spirit of promise, which is the earnest 
of our inheritance until the redemp- 
tion of the purchased possession unto 
the praise of his glory.” 

THE HOLY SPIRIT—HOW MAY 
WE RECEIVE HIM? 

John 14:17, “Even the Spirit of 
truth, whom the world cannot receive 
because it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him: but ye know him; for 
he dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you.” “THE WORLD CAN NOT RE- 
CEIVE HIM.” At the first glance some 
might think by this expression that He 
is not for all, or that none but the 
disciples would receive Him. There is 
a teaching to this effect. In the light 
of the Scriptures this theory breaks 
down. See Acts 2:39, “The promise is 
unto you, and to your children, and to 
all that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call.” 

The truth of the matter is that He 
is for all of the children of God. Those 
who are of the world, or the unre- 
generated, can not receive Him as they 
neither know nor see Him. The mes- 
sage to the man of the world, or the 
sinner is “repent or you shall perish,” 
or “repent and be baptized in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the remission 
of sins, and ye shall receive the Holy 
Ghost,” or in other words they were 
not cut out forever. If they would get 
rid of sin they, too, could have the 
blessing. Why did Simon, the sorcerer, 
not receive Him when the great re- 
vival was going on in Samaria? Read 
the eight chapter of the Acts, verses

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Part 5 
PASTORS, HOLD

A simplified definition of this word 
is “to keep in possession.” In Rev. 3:11 
we have these words, “Behold, I come 
quickly: hold that fast which thou 
hast, that no man take thy crown.” 
You notice that this exhortation is to 
the PASTOR of the CHURCH at 
PHILADELPHIA, . 


First, we are made conscious of 
Christ’s continued interest in the well- 
being and maintenance of the LOCAL 
CHURCHES, although He is seated at 
the right hand of His Father in the 
courts of eternal glory and majesty. 
You remember that Jesus said to 
Simon Peter, Matt. 16:18, “And I say 
also unto thee, That thou art Peter 
and upon this rock I will build my 
church; and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it.” Then He said in 
Matt. 16:19, “And I will give unto thee 
the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven: and whatsoever thou shalt 
bind on earth shall be bound in 
heaven: and whatsoever thou shalt 
loose on earth shall be loosed in 
heaven.” This verse clearly shows the 
authority of the pastor to receive can- 
didates into the church fellowship, as 
well as his authority to disfellowship 
those who prove unworthy of mem- 
bership. It seems that some pastors 
reverse the division of the verse in 
that they take delight in loosing the 
members. I have heard some brag- 
gingly say, after having turned out a 
large number of members, “I had a 
great back-door revival, bless God.” 
Of course, such a statement could 
come only from a very indiscreet pas- 
tor. Certainly there is nothing pater; 
nal, loving, longsuffering, or shepherd- 
like about such a statement. Neither 
do I feel that I am too harsh when 
I say that there are three who do not 
desire such pastors: 1. God. 2. A state 
overseer. 3. A church. Think of the 
extreme patience the Lord Jesus dem- 
onstrated in dealing with the disci- 
ples. If He had dealt with the twelve 
after the manner of some pastors, 
Judas would have been discharged 
when he made the remark about the 
ointment being wasted. James and 
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John would have been fired for cre- 
ating discord over wanting to take 
the most honored places in His king- 
dom. He would have fired Simon Peter 
when He rebuked him. In fact, all 
would have been turned OUT as de- 
serters, for all fled from Him in His 
most crucial test. But He said, “and 
tell Peter,” in order that he would 
know that he was not discharged but 
forgiven. Then, you remember this 
lovely lesson in Luke 15:3-7, “And he 
spake this parable unto them, saying, 
What man of you, having an hundred 
sheep, if he lose one of them, doth not 
leave the ninety and nine in the wil- 
derness, and go after that which is 
lost, until he find it? And when he 
hath found it, he layeth it on his 
shoulders, rejoicing. And when he 
cometh home, he calleth together his 
friends and neighbors, saying unto 
them, Rejoice with me; for I have 
found my sheep which was lost. I say 
unto you, that likewise joy shall be in 
heaven over one sinner that repent- 
eth, more than over ninety and nine 
just persons, which need no repent- 
ance.” 


How pastors can profess to have the 
love of God and take any other atti- 
tude toward a member who is going 
or gone from the fold is more than I 
can understand. Although Paul said in 
2 Thess. 3:6, “Now we command you, 
brethren, in the name of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ, that ye withdraw your- 
selves from every brother that walk- 
eth disorderly, and not after the tra- 
dition which he receiveth of us,” he 
also said in Gal. 6:1, 2, “Brethren, if 
aman be overtaken in a fault, ye 
which are spiritual, restore such an 
one in the spirit of meekness; con- 


sidering thyself, lest thou also be 
tempted. Bear ye one another’s bur- 
dens, and so fulfill the law of Christ.” 
I notice that many pastors, who were 
of the “hard boiled” disposition and 
were always ready to have a house 
cleaning, are not listed as ministers 
any longer. Paul said, “Consider thy- 
self, lest thou also be tempted.” 
Again he said, Eph. 4:32, “And be ye 
kind one to another, tenderhearted, 
forgiving one another, even as God 
for Christ’s sake hath forgiven you.” 
There is no special gain or advantage 
to the church in TURNING a member 
out too hurriedly. If you do discover 
that he is backslidden, the first effort 
should be to “restore such an one,” 
strengthen the weak hands and feeble 
knees. The great pastor, James, said 
in chapter 5, verses 19 and 20, “Breth- 
ren, if any of you doerr from the 
truth, and one convert him; Let him 
know, that he which converteth the 
sinner from the error of his way shall 
save a soul from death, and shall hide 
a multitude of sins.” If a member, who 
has failed when reproved, and es- 
pecially when he voluntarily requests 
his name dropped from the member- 
ship, is willing to confess before the 
church and show proof that God has 
forgiven him, it is only reasonable to 
say that wholehearted forgiveness 
should be extended by the church. Of 
course, if the party has been indulging 
in sins which were. reproaching the 
church and had to be chased down 
and brought to trial many times, there 
is but one thing left for the church 
and pastor to do and that is to exer- 
cise the following scripture: “If he 
neglect to hear the church, let him be 
unto thee as an heathen man and a 
publican,” Matt. 18:17. This, you no- 
tice, is the very last step. And 
for pastor and church, and especially 
the offending party, it is the saddest 
thing that can happen. Let me suggest 
that the erring member, as well as the 
impetuous pastor, read 1 John 2:1, 2. 
The binding on earth brings great joy 
to a pastor and church because it 
means a soul brought into the fold. 
YES, a new member added to the 
family and fold. Great effort and ex- 
pense have been made in order to 
have a revival to harvest souls for the 
kingdom and Church, and that is 
right as supported by Luke 14:16-24. 
Now that praying, fasting, agonizing, 
burden-bearing, preaching, singing, 
persuading, pleading, as well as much 
money being spent, to win a person to 
God and His Church, does not stand 
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7 Decorum of Ninisterial Ethics or Christian 


This theme was not selected at ran- 
eo but because the writer believes 
Christian behavior is of paramount 
importance to the clergy as well as to 
the laity. In fact, more so, because 
ministers are examples for Christians. 

Text: “But if I tarry long, that thou 
mayest know how thou oughtest to be- 
have thyself in the house of God, 
which is the church of the living God, 
the pillar and ground of the truth,” 
1 Tim. 3:15. 

This text is in Paul’s letter to Timo- 
thy. It seems that Timothy had the 
oversight of some other ministers, at 
least he was a very prominent minis- 
ter in the early church. So, Paul wrote 
him how to behave himself in the 
church—how he should conduct him- 
self toward his fellow brethren. 

We have seen children that lacked 
good behavior. They fussed, and some- 
times would cheat or defraud one 
another. How unpleasant it is to be 
among church members, whether they 
belong to the clergy or laity, if they 
lack Christian behavior. : 


“Now the sons of Eli were sons of 
Belial; they knew not the Lord. And 
the priests’ custom with the people 
was, that, when any man offered sac- 
rifice, the priest’s servant came, while 
the flesh was in seething, with a flesh- 
hook of three teeth in his hand; And 
he struck it into the pan, or kettle, 
or caldron, or pot; all that the flesh- 
hook brought up the priest took for 
himself. So they did in Shiloh unto 
all the Israelites that came thither. 
Also before they burnt the fat, the 
priest’s servant came, and said to the 
man that sacrificed, Give flesh to 
roast for the priest; for he will not 
have sodden flesh of thee, but raw. 
And if any man said unto him, Let 
them not fail to burn the fat pres- 
ently, and then take as much as thy 
soul desireth, then he would answer 
him, Nay; but thou shalt give it me 
now: and if not, I will take it by 
force. Wherefore the sin of the young 
men was very great before the Lord: 
for men abhorred the offering of the 
Lord.” “Now Eli was very old, and 
heard all that his sons did unto all 
Israel; and how they lay with the 
women that assembled at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 
And he said unto them, Why do ye 
such things? for I hear of your evil 
dealings by all this people. Nay, my 
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sons; for it is no good report that I 
hear: ye make the Lord’s people to 
transgress.” 1 Sam. 2:12-17, 22-24. 

“Seen from a distance, and by an 
outsider, the sons of Eli appeared to 
be faithful priests, clad in beautiful 
priestly robes and ministering in God’s 
temple. But the sacred writer gives us 
a close-up view of these men and 
tells us that, ‘They know not the Lord.’ 
They were near the altar but far from 
God. They were: 

“Covetous. Verses 13,14. The priest 
‘took for himself.’ Instead of living 
for the people, as their office re- 
quired, they perverted it into a means 
of living off the people. 

“Oppressive. Verse 16. ‘I will take it 
by force.’ Lacking the influence of a 
holy character, they resorted to force 
in order to secure their obedience. In- 
stead of regarding themselves as serv- 
ants of God for the good of men, they 
made themselves ‘lords over God’s 
heritage.’ I Peter 5:3. 

“Adulterous and scandalous. Verse 
22. Naturally such conduct on the part 
of the priests would tend to turn peo- 
ple against God and religion. ‘Ye make 
the Lord’s people to transgress,’ said 
their father Eli. Men of wicked lives, 
at the head of religion, have a lower- 
ing effect on the life of the entire 
community. The same is true of in- 
consistent Christians in general. The 
Church has more to fear from coun- 
terfeit Christians than from infidel 


societies. If a church would be strong, 
it must be pure. But never mind the 
poor copies—look at the Original!”— 
Pentecostal Sunday School Lesson 
Leaf. Vol. 24, No. 4. 

The house of God should be a very 
sacred place. Respect for the pulpit 
and altar of the church should be 
somewhat comparable to that given 
to the altar and services of the taber- 
nacle. 

It seems, however, by the jokes 
which some ministers tell while in the 
pulpit, that they have no more re- 
spect for the pulpit than for a theater 
building. 

We have seen some people go to the 
altar to seek God. After a few minutes 
they would rise and sit on the altar 
while penitents or other communi- 
cants continued to seek God. How does 
a person feel while sitting on such a 
holy, sacred place as the altar—mercy 
seat—where men commune with God 
and He with them? 


Many people have unnecessary 
conversation in God’s house; they give 
it but little more respect than any 
other building. Some would even dare 
discuss personal disagreements in 
such a sacred place. 


The way some people allow their 
children to play in the church will 
cause the children to grow up without 
due respect for the church. A church 
where the children are permitted to 
play in it, will not have the highest 
respect in the community. 

Let us behave ourselves in such a 
manner, so as to have favor with both 
God and men.

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UP THE CHRISTIAN 
MOUNTAINS WITH 
JESUS AS GUIDE

“Come ye, and let us go up to the 
mountain of the Lord,” Isa. 2:3. “And 
he carried me away in the spirit to a 
great and high mountain,” Rev. 21:10. 
“And I looked, and, lo, a Lamb stood 
on the mount .. .” Rev. 14:1. 


Mountain-climbing is one of the 
most fascinating adventures in which 
one could indulge, yet it is a very dan- 
gerous one. It can only be successful 
when there is a true guide, one who is 
alert to the dangers lurking in the 
mountains. 


Just so it is with the traveler on the 
Christian journey today. He must 
know that heaven “is not reached by 
leaps and bounds,” but by a steady 
climb upward through a long range 
of mountains. One starts the journey 
on the road of Faith, with Jesus as the 
Guide. “He will be our guide even un- 
to death!” (Psalm 48:14.) Knowing 
the hazards connected with moun- 
tain-climbing, Jesus gave an itinerary 
through the Apostle Peter (2 Peter 1: 
5-7) that would lead the weakest soul 
safely to the highest mountain top. 
One cannot traverse the Christian 
mountains without starting on the 
Road of Faith, for He has said, “With- 
out faith it is impossible to please 
him,” Heb. 11:6. 

Traveling the road of Faith, one 
comes to the mountain of Virtue. Here 
on this first mountain the traveler 
gets strength for his journey, for the 
mountain itself stands for strength. 
And he also gets his armour! “Loins 
girt about with truth,” “a breastplate 
of righteousness,” and “feet shod with 
the preparation of the gospel of 
peace” (Eph. 6:14, 15). 

After getting fully prepared on the 
mountain of Virtue, the traveler moves 
onward to the mountain of KNOWL- 
EDGE. Here he learns much about 
the pitfalls of the mountainous jour- 
ney, and he learns much about his 
Guide. He learns first of the moun- 
tain lion—‘“the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about seeking whom he may 
devour,” 1 Peter 5:8. And he learns 
that his Guide has promised to be 
with him “alway, even unto the end 
of the world,” Matt. 28:20. He learns, 
too, of “perils of robbers” lurking in 
the mountains, “false brethren,” who 
“speak evil of dignities,” and are too 
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often careless about their brethren’s 
good name. To offset this, he hears 
his Guide whisper: “Blessed are ye, 
when men shall revile you, and perse- 
cute you, and shall say all manner of 
evil against you falsely, for my sake; 
rejoice, and be exceeding glad: for 
great is your reward in heaven,” Matt. 
5:11,12. The lessons learned on this 
mount make him eager to ascend to 
the next. 

The mountain of TEMPERANCE. 
Here one learns that “every man that 
striveth for the mastery is temperate 
in ALL things,” 1 Cor. 9:25, and that 
“the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, good- 
ness, faith, meekness, temperance: 
against such there is no law,” Gal. 5: 
22, 23. 

Now begins the slow ascension up 
the mountain of PATIENCE. Here one 
must make a long stop, for on the 
mountain top of patience the Guide 
says: “In your patience possess ye 
your souls,” Luke 21:19. If tribula- 
tions come, and they surely will, do 
not give up, “nor think it strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to try 
you,” 1 Peter 4:12, but “let patience 
have her perfect work,” James 1:4, 
“for ye have need of patience that, 
after ye have done the will of God, ye 
might receive the promise,” Heb. 10:36. 

Patience leads to GODLINESS. Here 
one learns what has been accom- 
plished. “Godliness with contentment 
is GREAT gain,” 1 Tim. 6:6. And in 
these days of restlessness, with wars 
on every hand, how needful it is to 
learn godliness and contentment, to 
be Christlike. 

Onward and upward the traveler 
moves until he comes to the mount 
of BROTHERLY KINDNESS. How 
much there is to learn here! The very 
essence of true Christianity is mani- 
fested on the mountain of Brotherly 
Kindness. The Guide points out the 
old way-marks on Brotherly Kindness: 
“A good name is rather to be chosen 
than great riches”; “Am I my broth- 
er’s keeper?”; “Greater love hath no 
man than this, that a man lay down 
his life for his friends,’ John 15:13. 
Folk are a bit too careless in these 
days about being their “brother’s 
keeper.” They want to protect their 
own good name, but many do not care 
about their brother’s. They do not 
care how much it hurts to speak an 
evil word against a brother to hurt 
his influence, or perhaps write an 
evil report (sometimes anonymously) 
to bring dissension among their breth- 


ren. They seem to forget that that is 
one thing the Lord hates, “a false wit- 
ness that speaketh lies, and he that 
soweth discord among brethren,” 
Prov. 6:16. As Jude says, “They have 
gone in the way of Cain,” and have 
“hands that shed innocent blood.” 
This class cannot long endure on the 
mountain of Brotherly Kindness, for 
the atmosphere here is _ pleasant. 
“Behold, how good and how pleasant 
it is for brethren to dwell together in 
unity!” “It is as the dew that descend- 
ed upon the mountains of Zion!” 
(Psalm 133.) Yes, unity is an 
atmosphere of the Christian moun- 
tains, particularly on the mountain of 
Brotherly Kindness. And now comes a 
song from the traveler on the Chris- 
tian mountains: 


“IT saw a wayworn traveler, 

In tattered garments clad, 

And struggling up the mountain, 
It seemed that he was sad. 

... I saw him in the evening, 
The sun was bending low, 

He’d overtopped the mountain, 
And reached the vale below.” 


And glancing upward, the traveler 
on the mountainous journey forgets 
his “tattered garments,” his “thorn 
in the flesh,” which Satan, the moun- 
tain lion, used to buffet him, and hears 
the voice of his Guide once more: “O 
Zion .. . get thee up into the high 
mountain,” Isa. 40:9, the last great 
mountain of LOVE. “For by this shall 
all men know that ye are my disciples, 
if ye have love one to another,” John 
13:35, “for he that loveth not his 
brother whom he hath seen, how can 
he love God whom he hath not seen,” 
1 John 4:20. 

“And casting his eyes backward, 

On the race that he had run, 

He raised the loud hosanna, 

Deliverance has come!” 

—(John Matthias) .

They embarked on a steam- 
boat en route to Turks and Caicos 
Islands. These islands are about 500 
miles from Jamaica. Going with this 
party is Rev. A. W. Rigby, the as- 
sistant overseer of Turks and Caicos 
Islands, who was in Jamaica for the 
assembly and to become better ac- 
quainted with the Church and 
to enjoy a broader fellowship. I assure 
you that he is not returning to his 
home empty, but full, full of good 
news of the things he has seen and 
heard of the Church in Jamaica, full 
of love for the great fellowship ex- 
tended him by the Church and the 
ministry while in Jamaica, and full of 
determination to work harder for God 
and His Church than ever before. 

The missionary party sailing with 
Brother Rigby, to assist in the work 
at Turks and Caicos Islands, consisted 
of Rev. W. F. Evering, his wife, and 
daughter. Brother Evering has had an 
outstanding and successful ministry 
in Jamaica, his home island, and it is 
expected that this step will not only 
be one of success but the beginning 
of a greater ministry than ever be- 
fore. Sister Evering is a singing evan- 
gelist with great appeal to the lost, 
and their daughter plays the organ. 
So you see they make a well-balanced 
evangelistic party. We are expecting 
great things from them, but this is 
not all the story. 


Their departure has done something 
in the hearts of the ministry of Ja- 
maica. It brought emotions of joy and 
sorrow, hope and desire rolling to- 
gether like mighty billows of the sea 
pounding against the hull of a boat. 
Yes, all of this was taking place in 
the hearts of these ministers of Ja- 
maica for I read it in their counte-

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x CHRISTIAN FELLOWSHIP FOR ALL NATIONS 


“T would like to go to Barbados, Brit- 
ish Guiana, etc.”, “If we could go we 
would take the English-speaking is- 
lands and countries of the Caribbean 
Sea for the Church of God.” And so 
a new light is beaming in these words, 
“The Caribbean for the Church of 
God.” They said to me, “Bishop, tell 
the Mission Board that if and when 
they can send us, we are ready to go 
to these many out-of-the-way places 
and suffer with these people until we 
have shown the way to Calvary, 
Bethany and the upper room.” With- 
out official authority I said, “Start 
praying and get ready for we will 
send you.” But will we send them? 
They are able ministers with the 
needed zeal, but will we send them? 


This promise was my own, which 
I am not able to fulfill, and the ques- 
tion is whether it can be fulfilled by 
the Mission Board. I fear that they 
do not have the answer, for the an- 
swer is with each of us and we will 
answer it as we give in our regular 
mission offerings, in our district, and 
in our state offerings. It means sac- 
rifice here but reward hereafter. I 
leave the question where it belongs.

(ceremonies), but I was not in any 
way growing spiritually. Though born 
in a Brahmin family, which is high 
caste, I was a stranger to the experi- 
ence of salvation and was a slave to 
Satan. At last I came to understand 
that there is no life in idol worship; 
then I began to question my father, 
“Why are you all performing these 
Hindu ceremonies which have no 
life?” My questions provoked my 
father to anger. He sent me to Madras 
to stay with my brother-in-law. 











Praise the Lord! 

One day while going to Georgetown, 
I saw a big crowd in the Memorial 
Hall and went in, not knowing what 
sort of a meeting it was till I got in- 
side. How wonderful Jesus is! Praise 
be to His mighty name! Jesus solved 
my problems there. How did He solve 
them? By showing His calvary love. 
Up to that time I thought that all 
Christians were but nominal Chris- 
tians, but I came to understand about 
the true Christian life. Christians 
must be a separate people in the midst 
of other people.

After that I had so many troubles 
but through all these things I tasted 
that Jesus is a living God.

SPIRITUAL BLESSINGS

Numerous promises are found in the 
Word of God. In Psalms 67:7a we have 
this promise: “God shall bless us.” 
There are only four words, but how 
much meaning is involved in those 
four! Shall we consider each word 
separately. “God” shall bless us. If 
President Roosevelt were to make you 
a definite promise, you would feel 
greatly honored, and you would not 
doubt his ability to fulfill that prom- 
ise. A greater than Roosevelt has 
made you a promise. God, the Supreme 
Being, the eternal and unlimited Spir- 
it, Creator and Sovereign of the uni- 
verse, has promised to bless you. God 
“shall” bless us. Let us notice a little 
grammar in connection with this 
word. Since the word “God” is in the 
third person, the ordinary verb to use 
would be the verb “will,” but when 
the verb is to express promise or will- 
ingness to give, the verb “shall” is 
used. God’s promise will undoubtedly 
come to pass because He has a per- 
fect record of carrying out His Word. 
God shall “bless” us. The word “bless” 
means to make happy; confer pros- 
perity upon; to guard, keep or protect. 
God shall bless “us.” How small we are 
in the sight of God. Yet God is so full 
of love and goodness that He desires 
to bless the smallest one of us. 

Spiritual blessings are not material 
or carnal, but they pertain to the in- 
ward man. They are blessings that 
come to us from our Creator. They are 
blessings that keep us and guard us 
from the snares of the enemy. These 
blessings constitute an indispensable 
part of a Christian’s life. Ezekiel 34:26 
speaks of “showers of blessing.” Just 
as showers of natural rain refresh the 
earth, so do heavenly showers refresh 
the soul of the spiritual man, and spur 
him onward. As food is necessary for 
the maintenance and development of 
the natural body, so are spiritual 
blessings necessary for the main- 
tenance and development of the 
spiritual life. All of us desire to win 
others for Christ. In order that we 
may reach others we ourselves must 
be in close contact with God. That de- 
sired contact with the Master will 
come as a result of the right mental, 
moral, and physical attitude. In order 
that God’s blessings might be upon 


us, our mind must earnestly and sin-, 


cerely desire that heavenly touch. 
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Proverbs 28:20 tells‘us that “a faith- 
ful man shall abound with blessings.” 
The writer of Proverbs also tells us 
that “Blessings are upon the head of 
the just.”

count of that more than two or three 
cups of blood came from my right leg. 
It was a bad accident gnd within three 
days I had a very high temperature 
and my leg was badly swollen. I was 
not even able to walk on it. I was 
staying with the brethren at the mis- 
sion at the time and I was so serious 
that they thought I would leave this 
world, so they advised me in this way, 
“Brother Daniel, we are prepared to 
keep you here, but the trouble is that 
you are a Brahmin convert. We advise 
you to either go to your home or to 
the hospital. If you should die here, 
your parents will blame us, so please 
do not give us any trouble.” Then I 
prayed to my loving Jesus like this, 
“My loving Father, why must you 
give me this trouble? My own people 
in my house are not prepared to take 
me and my Christian brothers fear 
to keep me. What can I do now, 
Lord?” Then I decided that the only 
place I could go was to the hospital, 
so with difficulty I got into a rick- 
shaw and went there. By His loving 
grace my Jesus followed me and I re- 
ceived special comforts there. Praise 
the Lord. Wherever I go, He is with 
me. 

I was put in the septic ward and 
was the only patient there; this was 
a great comfort to me. My Christian 
friends came to see me, but they were 
not allowed inside the room. They had 
to stand outside and pray for me. I 
had good care but grew worse and, 
at last, the lady doctor who had been 
treating me told me that I must be 
prepared to lose my right leg because 
of the septic condition.

How- 
ever, she did not believe and she cov- 
ered my leg with a permanent plas- 
ter. 
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Simon missed it. 


Praise the Lord, on the third night 
my temperature began to go down 
and the pain lessened. Then I asked 
the doctor to please remove the ban- 
dage, saying, “Now I am all right.” 
She did not believe it and was not 
willing to rémove the bandage. So I 
said, “If you are not willing to re- 
move it, I will do so.” After preparing 
another bandage to put on me, she 
began to remove the bandage with no 
hope of the leg being healed. What 
she saw caused surprise to her—she 
saw the Lord’s healing! She is a Ro- 
man Catholic and she had to ac- 
knowledge that the Lord had healed 
me. 

Jesus is good to me; He gave me my 
leg. I am tasting that He is living. He 
called me to do His mighty work and 
now I am doing that. He shed His 
young blood for me. I am only twen- 
ty-two years of age and have been a 
Christian for two and a half years.

Outside the city of Jerusalem 
the Son of God died and gave His 
blood “that he might sanctify the peo- 


ple,” Heb. 13:12. Hundreds and thou- 
sands, yea millions, have repented of 
their sins and the blood has 
cleansed them from the “sin of ~— 
world.” I John 1:9, For, “if we confess 

our sins, he is faithful and just to for- 

give us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness.” 

The disciples who had been cleansed 
from their sin, had only to OBEY their 
Master and tarry in the upper room | 
until the day of Pentecost had fully 
come and God sent the promised 
blessing. 

The faithful, praying, 
centurion of the Italian band had only 
to OBEY the command given to him, 
to send men to Joppa and call for one 
Simon, who was lodging with one Si- 
mon a tanner, and while Peter was 
preaching the Holy Ghost came on 
him and his family. 

We are told in the eleventh chapter 
of the gospel according to Luke, and 
the thirteenth verse, that, “If ye then, 
being evil, know how to give good gifts 
unto your children: how much more 
shall your heavenly Father give the 
Holy Ghost to them that ask him.” 

The Holy Ghost is here in the world 
and wants to enter the sanctified life. 
There is nothing that can keep Him 
out except unbelief and sin. If we re- 
move the hindrances, He will come in.
